











Watch out Greece, Italy and 
England — Jamie Paton and 
Gary Cole are out to gst you! 


The Paton-Cole attacking partnership which 
has produced 77 goals for Heidelberg in a 
season and a half, is now a feature of the 
national team. 

Rudi Gutendorf included Paton in his tou- 
ring squad after watching him combine so 
well with Cole in Heidelberg’s 4-0 grand final 
yStOry over Sydney City in Canberra on Sun- 


y. 
But Jimmy Rooney, who was national 
captain on the tour of China last year, has 
been left out. 
Gutendorf also omitted defender Jim Muir 
of Marconi. 


“But I am not discarding Rooney and Muir. 
They will be available to me in the World Cup 
campaign next year,” he said. 

Heidelberg’s Arthur McMillan was unlucky 
to miss out. Gutendorf gave him serious con- 
sideration but by-passed him for the time 
being to give younger players a chance. 

However, it is likely that McMillan, 32, will 
be called into the squad for the World Cup, as 
on present form he is by far the best right 
back in Australia: 

Maintaining continuity through the ranks, 
Gutendorf has chosen yet another player from 
his 1978-79 national youth squad — John 
Spanos of Sydney City. 

Greg Woodhouse, Theo Selemidis, Alan Da- 
vidson and Eddie Krncevic also were in that 
youth squad. 
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Gutendorf has replaced brilliant South Aus- 
tralian goalkeeper Martyn Crook with Marco- 
ni’s Allan Maher, veteran of the 1977 and 1973- 
74 World Cup campaigns. 


However, Gutendorf will need three goal- 
keepers in the World Cup qualifying matches, 
so Crook will be recalled next year. 


With the addition of Paton, the Socceroo 
Squad now includes ali the most successful 
goalscorers in the Philips League — Cole, 
Paton, Mark Jankovics, Eddie Krncevic, Ken 
Boden and Peter Sharne. 


The Socceroos will go into camp in Sydney 
on 5 November and start their tour on 7 No- 
vember. 


Tour matches are: 11 Nov. v Greece in 
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19 Nov. v Fiorentina in Florence, 24 Nov. v 
Leicester City in Leicester, 2 December v 
Israel in Tel Aviv, 5 Dec. v Indonesia in Sura- 
baya, 7 Dec. v Indonesia in Djakarta. 


A match on 27 November is yet to be ar- 
ranged.

Adelaide City, with whom he 
won the 1979 Philips Cup. 
And, in between club com- 
mitments, he steered the Soc- 
ceroos to the 1974 World Cup 
finals in West Germany. 
Rasic said this weék:

In the euphoria of this first 
PSL triumph by a Victorian 
club, everything about Heidel- 
berg was the greatest on Sun- 
day. 


“Captain Pat Bannon proved 
himself yet again a man for all 
matches and a match for all 
men. Heidelberg's longest- 
serving player, he was therein 
1975 when the club won its one 
and only State League 
championship, he has been the 
dominant personality in the 
team since he arrived from 
Scotland in 1973. 


As he sang in the aisles of 
the TAA Fokker flying home, 
the taped scar above his left 
eye told the story of his torrid 
battle with Sydney City’s 
rugged striker Mark Trenter. 


But while Bannon clearly 
outpointed Trenter, his real 
value was as Heidelberg’s on- 
field leader, organiser and mo- 
tivator. 


Obviously everyone at Hei- 
delberg took delight in this vic- 
tory, but none more than Jim 
Tansey and Gary Cole, for 
neither had been in a trophy- 
winning team since they left 
school. After the Philips Cup 
final loss to Marconi, Tansey 
was Starting to give up hope 


Unfortunately for Heidel- 
berg, it probably was Tansey’s 
last match after four seasons 
with the club. His contract is 
up and he wants to try his luck 
with a Sydney club — Marconi 
perhaps. 


Andy Bozikas, Heidelberg’s 
second most senior player 
after Bannon — he joined from 
Hellas in a swap for Ulysses 
Kokkinos — had his finest 
match of the season.

Cole’s 21 PSL goals was the 
highest total for a season and 
with 68 goals since 1977, he is 
top scorer on aggregate in 
league and Cup games since 
the PSL was formed. 


The Cole-Paton partnership 
was born early last year in the 
Victorian State team, C 
by Len McKendry. Paton later 
left his club, Slavia, to join 
Cole at Heidelberg, and both 
were subsequently joined by 
McKendry who quit his job as 
Victorian Director of Coaching 
to take over Heidelberg’s club 
coach. The results of their con- 
tinuous work over two years 
was obvious last Sunday. 


Sydney City went into this 
game with a decided advan- 
tage on past results, as it had 
lost only once to Heidelberg 
and had beaten the Bergers 2-0 
only two weeks earlier in their 
semi-final.

Donald Campbell, 
SA‘s long serving 
FIFA referee has a 
burning ambition. 


“I am now the second long- 
est serving FIFA referee in 
Australia with 10 years to my 
credit, second only to Tony 
Boskovic who has 12 years but 
I have not yet been invited to 
referee an international out- 
side Australia,’’ he said this 
week. 


Without question one of the 
best referees in Australia — 
ask any PSL player — Camp- 
bell has some strong views on 
his official aspect. 


“I do not think for one 
moment that the people come 
to the matches to watch me 
referee and I like to keep the 
use of the whistle to the min- 
imum and let the game flow,” 
he said. 


Campbell does not like using 
red or yellow cards and hates 
having to send off any player.

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Soccer was Gerardo Gomez’s second sport 
in his native Costa Rica. 

The Sydney City youngster came to Australia in 
1977 and started a soccer career which has rapid- 
ly flourished. 


“I played for my school in Costa Rica but my mother 
didn’t like me playing soccer’’, said Gerardo. 

“Church was more important but after church I used to 
sneak away with my friends and play soccer”’. 

Gerardo first tried out with the Slickers in 1978 during 
a pre-season trial] but had little success. 

“I was too young and my English was not the best. I 
couldn’t understand the coach and that didn’t help my 
chances’’. 

He played for a local Portuguese club and joined Bondi 
Marines in the Sydney Third Grade. 

The Marines won the league and were beaten 2-1 in the 
grand final. 

Gerardo played as stopper with the Marines and cen- 
tral striker with the Portuguese club. 

He prefers playing up front simply because he enjoys 
scoring goals but he is happy to play anywhere as long as 
he gets a game with Sydney City. 

“Soccer is more aggressive here than it is in Costa Ri- 
ca’’, said Gerardo. 2 

“It’s more of a ball playing, dribbling game back there 
and there is no emphasis placed upon the man-to-man 
style of soccer’. 

After one season with the Marines Eddie Thomson sug- 
gested that the youngster again try his luck with the Sli- 
ckers.

A number of people should 
realise this fact if they really 
have the progress of our 
soccer at heart and not their 
own financial and personal 
gains. 

The education players like 
Greg Woodhouse and his young 
team mates got in the last 
Coca-Cola Cup qualification 
games was immense and 
indeed probably would be the 
envy of many seasoned over- 
seas professionals playing in 
top full-time professional com- 
petitions. 

I mean to say, it’s not every 
soccer player who gets to ex- 


perience the climate of Brazi- 
lian soccer during his career. 

In the first elimination 
game in New Zealand, the 
young Australians got their 
first taste of “home town”’ ref- 
ereeing and although they 
looked on in disbelief and were 
thrown by some of this refer- 
eeing in Auckland, they quick- 
ly learned how to accept bad 
Gecisions and how to overcome 
them. 

In Brazil, they learned what 
it would be like if they really 
reached the top. 

Training on Copacabana’s 
sandy soccer pitches and vis- 
iting the giant Maracana Sta- 
dium was something that 
always will remain in their 
minds and was indeed the ulti- 
mate in motivation to reach 
the top 

Also, playing against the 
world-famous Flamengo tearm 
which included Paulo Cesar, 
was like passing the school 
certificate with honors.

In Paraguay they played in 
front of capacity crowds of fa- 
natical home supporters - 
something they only had read 
about in magazines.

It’s this sort of thing that 
makes a promising young 
player into a really talented 
performer, as has been proved 
by the inclusion of six of that 
youth squad in the national 
team for the coming world 
tour. 

No doubt after next year's 
world youth championships, a 
great number of the present 
youth squad will break through 
to the national team. This is 
how it must be, if soccer in 
this country is to progress. 

Sure it’s all right having 
half an hour of a soccer show 
for kids on ethnic television 
each week, but this won't pro- 
duce top-line players. 

And this must not be forgot- 
ten by some of the people in 
soccer 

Big companies like Coca- 
Cola, that are backing youth 
soccer to the hilt, must not be 
antagonised or chased away, 
but must be courted. 

Even if it is at ine expense 
of personal gain and loss of 
face over making a mistake, 
or losing out on a commercial 
contract. 


ihe development of soccer 
in Australia must come first — 
especially by people in top 
positions within the structure 
of the game. 
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The cause of 


England once again has failed the acid test 
at international level with its loss in the World 


Cup to Rumania. 

Following its disastrous Ev- 
ropean championship tourna: 
ment in Italy in the summer, 
the question must be put — 
why does the England team 
struggle in international com. 
petition? 

In my opinion the number 
one reason for England’s lack 
of international success is the 
style of soccer played at club 
level. 

The English club game is all 
speed, aggression, long balls 
and goalmouth excitement. 

That ts how the supporters 
want it. 

They would not stomach the 
patient build-ups and the 
canny retreating defence seen 
in Europe and South America. 

But that is the cause of the 
problem when England com- 
petes at national team level. 

Even its best players cannot 
cope with the tight marking 
and lack of room in which to 
run that occurs around goal- 
mouths in Europe. 

Typical long striding Eng- 
lish strikers such as South- 
ampton’s Mick Channon and 
Paul Mariner are unable to 
display the tight skills needed 
against retreating defences 
and top-class continental de- 
fenders. 

The English game is chang- 
ing, as I have mentioned pre- 
viously, with smaller, more 
skilful strikers such as Alan 
Sunderland (Arsenal), Peter 
Ward (Brighton), Tony Wood- 
cock (ex Nottingham, now 
West Germany) and Gary 
Birtles (Nottingham) being 
more prominent. 

But generally, all over the 
field, the English players lack 
skill in control of the ball, as 
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opposed to their continental 
opponents. 

Another problem is England 
has been that players, coaches 
and officials for too long felt 
they had little to learn from 
other countries. 

Sir Alf Ramsey said as 
much after his 1970 England 
team was defeated in Mexico, 
without making the World Cup 
semi finals. 

England player Alan Ball re- 
peated that statement some 
years later, after a similar dis- 
appointment. 

Constantly we hear coming 
out of England statements that 
such and such English star is 
the best player in the world or 
that English goalkeepers are 
the best in the world, that the 
English lst division is the best 
in the world (what about 
Germany's Bundesliga) and so 


on 

England has without doubt 
the best soccer potential of 
any country in the world. 

It has well run leagues, well 
supported clubs with big sta- 
diums scattered throughout 
the length and breadth of the 
country and a fervent love of 
the game. 

There is no way that a small 
country like Holland with only 
12 million inhabitants should 
have been able to match Eng- 
land at international level, yet 
it has. 


Indeed Holland has surpas- 
sed England during the last 
decade and a half. 

Holland's strength was qual- 
ity of coaching, not quantity, 
at all levels, which England 
only now is starting to match. 

In Holland you do not get 
players hanging up their boots

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to take over huge soccer clubs 
and become managers and 
coaches overnight. 

They have to work and study 
for that right. 

The choice of England team 
managers with one exception 
has not helped England’s 
cause dufing the last quarter 
century. 

In the 1950s and early "60s an 
amateur, despite his coaching 
knowledge, ex-schoolteacher 
Walter Winterbottom picked 
teams and gained results 
which reflected his back- 
ground. 

A pro, Sir Alf Ramsey, won 
the 1966 World Cup, with the 
aid of home ground advantage. 

Don Revie could not trans- 
fer the close matey club philo- 
sophy he developed at Leeds to 
the open environment of Eng- 
land teams. 

Current England boss Ron 
Greenwood is producing at- 
tractive, unsuccessful England 
teams as he did for 13 years 
with West Ham. 

A leader is either a born 
winner, or eventually develops 
the qualities to become a win- 
ner. 

Ron Greenwood does not yet 
appear to be in either cate- 


gory. 

I would like to have seen 
Brian Clough in charge of Eng- 
land, assisted by his Notting- 
ham coaching mate, Peter 
Taylor. 

Just at the moment Austra- 
lia, under Rudi Gutendorf, 
seems a better bet for Spain 
than England under Ron 
Greenwood.

“There is no incentive for our junior players, 
there is nothing for them to strive for, and our 
senior teams don’t even want to look at them 
when they reach 16?” 

Fortunately this is no longer true. 

The opportunity for young soccer players to 
show their talents at senior level has changed 
dramatically over the last couple of years. 
Senior clubs and coaches have at last realised 
that right under their noses there is a wealth 
of talented junior players who, with further 
coaching, can reach world standard in soccer. 

This situation has been brought on by sev- 
eral factors. 

The main reason must surely be improved 
coaching methods used at junior level, not for- 
getting the restrictions on how many imported 
players can appear in a senior team, and of 
course the financial position of how many 
senior clubs must play a big part in this 
change of attitude toward local talent.

Having coached for some 17 
years, mostly in Australia, my inter- 
est in studying the game, learning 
about it and developing my own skill 
has brought me in contact with some 
of the finest to come to this country. 
Names like Cramer, Vanglos, Viasits 
and Vest spring immediately to mind. 
Others who contributed to my 
coaching development are Worth- 
ington and Tindall but the one who 
really has a right to stand among the 
best is Rale Rasic. 

Stories about him depict him often as a 
man who at times appears arrogant, is 
almost always self-assured and because of 
his sheer professionalism is frequently 
critical of the adminstration of the game 
in Australia. 

I’ve known Rasic for almost 15 years, 
admired his ability as a coach and man- 
ager and welcomed the opportunity to 
take a close, hard look at his methods, his 
ability and what he produces. 

My coming to Adelaide gave me a 
chance to study whether he was the best 
and what constitutes the ‘‘best’’. 

His impact on Adelaide has been im- 
mense, and he has achieved more than 
most could achieve in the same time. 

One can walk around the Adelaide City 
clubrooms now and the soccer image is 
projected through the vast photo gallery, 
the presence of promotion material, the 
change rooms and innumerable other 
souvenirs which promote not only the 
game but also Adelaide City. 








RALE RASIC: 
STAR MAKER 


By FRANK SCHAPER 


Rasic achieves his objectives through 
sheer hard work. During his first year in 
Adelaide it was not unusual to find him at 
work for 15 to 18 hours at a stretch. His 
sheer professionalism takes some getting 
used to and he demands from those around 
him the same as he does from himself. 

Often one finds coaches who can 
achieve great things in the area of promo- 
tion, but who fail to achieve as coaches. 

Rasic is one of those rare exceptions. As 
a coach he finds and develops talent rather 
than buying it. He creates stars and com- 
bines their talent with that of others to 
make great teams out of ordinary players, 

At City, he reorganised every aspect of 
the administration which affected the 
players and his team. He re-negotiated 
every player's contract, reduced the 
club’s overhead on player expenditure, 
carefully transacted a number of players’ 
transfers and as a result made a hand- 
some profit. 

Rasic treats his players like profes- 
sionals. 

He spends a great deal of time on devel- 
oping good rapport with them. 

It is important to him how they live, 
what their family is like and how this has 
shaped their character. 

His total commitment to his players has 
created the unique relationship where as a 
team they are capable of dealing with 
teams problems behind closed doors while 
maintaining a very unified front to the 
public generally.

Players regard him highly and many 
have openly spoken about his influence on 
the game in general and their career in 
particular. Both Perin and Muniz recently 
went on record to acknowledge his unique 
ability. 

The soccer he promotes is a game as the 
world plays it. It resembles total soccer 
where players all over the ground contrib- 
ute to the game, 


He promotes fierce competitiveness, 
aggressiveness on the ball — demanding 
that two players are always available to 
attack the ball — close support around the 
ball and a goalkeeper who, when neces- 
Sary, acts as a sweeper.
